Cincinnati, Dec. 22.—Two firemen 
were killed by falling w-alls and a boy 
was killed by a falling telephone pole 
during the prog ress here of a $2.000,- 
000 fire. 
Six persons receiv ed sev ere 
injuries. 
The police are Inv estig ating 
ev idences of incendiarism. 
The fire w7as in the factory district 
around Ninth and Sy camore streets. 
An entire block was dev astated, and 
elev en larg e factories are in the ruins, 
still smouldering . 
The Insurance is 
about $1.400,000. 
Shoe factories, leather concerns and 
safe and lock m anufacturing estab­ 
lishments represented the bulk of the 
fuel for the flames. 
Stored whisky , 
g asoline, paints, oils and other com­ 
bustibles added to the fury and dan­ 
g ers of the conflag ration. 
All the fire 
eng ines of the city , including those 
from remote suburbs, w7ere called to 
the fire.

A Committee Has Been Appointed to

Indianapolis, Dec. 22.—The Commer­ 
cial clu b has appointed a committee 
to look into varou e su ggestions made 
relative to the m atter of u niformity 
throu ghou t the state of assessm ent 
for tax ation. 
The position is taken 
that in some townships the assess 
ments for tax ation are too low and 
that as a resu lt some cou nties pay 
more than their share of the state 
tax es, while others pay less than their 
share. 
It is su ggested that township 
assessors shou ld b e empowered to pay 
as high as $10 a day in order to get 
good appraisers, and it is also su g­ 
gested that it might b e well to raise 
the pay of the township assessors. 
The b elief is ex pressed that b y a per­ 
fect equ alization in assessm ents Mari­ 
on cou nty wou ld have to pay only 
ab ou t 70 per cent of what it pays now 
in state tax es. 
The committee is to 
report b ack to the b oard of directors 
of the clu b . 


London, Dec. 22.—Accompanied b y 
air helm et parties, a government in­ 
spector ex plored the entrances to five 
sections of the Pretoria pit, near Bol­ 
ton, where the awfu l ex plosion oc­ 
cu rred yesterday, and fou nd that all 
of the sections had b een swept b y fire.

Assistant Manager Ru shton perish­ 
ed while leading one of the reselling 
parties. 
He failed to provide himself 
with a safety helmet and su ccu mb ed 
to the nox iou s gases. 
After Rushton’s 
death all the rescu ers pu t on helmets. 


Cut Off by Fall of Rcof. 
Before the fire was in fu ll control oi 
the mine, one rescu e party of fifteen 


ities were powerless to restore order. 
The mu nicipal au thorities depu tized 
armed gu ards to patrol the mine com­ 
pany’s property. 
Memb ers of the early rescu e parties, 
which were ab le to penetrate a short 
distance into the shaft b efore the fire 
passed b eyond control, declared that 
more than 250 miners were u ndou b ted­ 
ly dead, as they were working in a 
section of the mine completely cu t off 
from falls of slate and a seething fu r­ 
nace of flame 
Even if they escaped 
death from the raging holocau st the 
rescu ers declared that the poisonou s 
fu mes and lack of fresh air wou ld kill 
them. 
The machinery connecting the 
shaft with the fans was disconnected 
b y the force of the ex plosion.
